. LONDON, May 1,3 a. m.—A proposal that 
Great Britair and all the British colonies | 
be united in one grand combination for de- 
fense and trade evoked great enthusiasm 
at the annual dinner of the Colonial Institute 
last night. 

The proposal was vanced by Colonel 
when he arose to respond to the toast, ‘“‘ The 
United Empire,” but he fairly carried his 


audience of 240 colonial representatives off 
their feet, 


Empire Against the World. 
Colonel Denison declared that Canada pro- 
posed a tariff of 5 or 10 per cent on all for- 
eign goods at every British port, not for 
protection, but for imperial defense. This 
would Help protéct the trade of the empire 
at every other British port and would stop 
merciless competition and commercial war 
from foreign nations. If this tariff were 
put on and free trade established ‘within the 
empire, England ought to be willing to make 
the sacrifice. New Zealand, he said, would 
be with Canada, and probably Atstralia 
also. 

Colonel Denison’s proposition excited mur- 
murs of dissent at first, but was applauded 
with great vigor at the close as a practical 
sequel of the tax on grain and flour.

MRS. EDITH BOWERSOCK, & 
‘REVENGE ON W.H. CADE. 


Goes with Nephew to His Residence, 331 
East Chicago Avenwe, and Inflicts 


Aided by the Man’s Testimony to Get 
the Decree Which Was Granted on

Enraged by the testimony of her husband's 
Neriend. William H. Cade, 331 East Chicago av- 
enue, in a divorce suit that was decided 
against her, Mrs. Edith Bowersock called at 
Mr. Cade’s residence last evening and struck 
him across the face with her open hand. A 
horse whip that she had carried concealed in 
her skirts was unused. , 

Cade answered the blow th another 
which left a red bruise across pe woman's 
cheek, 

Brokaw Howard, nephew of Sara. Bower- 


} sock, an 18-year-old cripple who had ac- 


companied her, struck Cade when he saw 
him hit his aunt, and was kicked from the 


-| entrance down the steps. 


Policeman Fitzgerald heard the screams of 
the woman and took her and the young man 
to the Bast Chicago Avenue Station, where 
they were booked on a charge of assault 
with intent to commit bedily injury and also 
of threats to kill. Cade’s injuries were at- 
tended by Dr. J. D. Bradley. — 


Woman Disputes the Testimony. 

The divorce suit was decided on Tuesday. 
Cade said last night that he swore he had 
noticed Mrs. Bowersock several times on the 
street with various men, He also testified 
defendant. . 

All of this Mr’. Bowersock swore was en- 
tirely untrue. Her husband, C. C. Bower- 
sock, Is an attorney. They had lived for 
many years at 555 North Robey street. Since 
the estrangement between her and Mr, Bow- 
ersock she has lived with her mother and 
nephew in the Nordica Apartments, Ful- 
lerton avenue and North Clark street. 

After the dase had been heard and decided 
against her, Mrs. Bowersock went to her 
home and passed a sleepless night. Last 
evening, she says, she~could endure the 
strain no longer, and with her nephew went 
to Cade’s residence. The ring at the door 
was answered by a maid. 

“I wish to see Mr. Cade,” was the mes- 
sage she gave the girl as she stepped into 
the hallway. Cade soon came to the door. 


Story of the Scrimmage. 

Without a word, Mrs. Bowersock stepped 
in front of him and struck him a biow 
across the face. Cade’s fist, according to 
the story that she told Inspector Campbell 
at the station, flew out, hitting her under 
the right eye. Mrs. Bowersock staggered 
and f Seeing his aunt thus attacked, 
Howa who walks with a cane, struck 
-Cade across the head, breaking the stick 
and causing the blood to flow. Cade rushed 
at the nephew and kicked him down the 
stoop. Mrs. Bowersock soon recovered and 
started after the young man. 

The affair had attracted the attention of 
many persons. Fitzgerald, who was a block 
away, heard the screams and rushed to the 
scene. Some of Cade’s friends took him to 
Dr. Bradley's office, Chicago @Veriue tind 
State street, while Mrs. Bowersock and How- 
ard were taken to the station. 

‘With his head bandaged to his eyes, Cade 

soon followed to the station and made the 
complaints against the young man and wom- 
an. Friends of the two were notified and 
they were detained in the Inspector’s office 
‘until bondsmen arrived. Bail amounting to 
$800 in. each case was accepted and they 
were released, 


Only Way to Get Satisfaction. 

“T have been so angry that I have hardly 
known what I was doing,” said Mrs. Bower- 
sock at the station, ‘“‘I felt there was no 
other way that I could obtain satisfaction. 
I carried a riding-whip, which I intended 
to use, but when I reached the man’s door 
I concluded that I would slap his face. He 
misrepresented me shamefully yesterday. 
His testimony was untrue. I do not know 
that I can proveit. I have heard Mr. Bower- 
scck say that Cade would testify to anything 
that he desired, and I guess that he was 
right. I am glad that I struck him.” 

Cade said the affair did not amount to 

anything. 

“The woman was angry because I was a 
witness against her in a divorce suit yester- 
day,’ he said. “‘ This evening she came to 
my house and struck me across the face. 
Then her nephew attacked me with a cane, 
and I was badly cut, so badly that I was at- 
tended by a physician. That is all that I can 
say. My testimony was true.” 


Arrested for Whipping a Man. 

Mrs. Nellie Buck, wife of F. L. Buck of 
Berwyn, horsewhipped D. D. Hicks on the 
street in that village. Last night, as she 
and her husband were stepping aboard the 
Northwestern overland train at the Wells 
street depot Mr. Hicks handed a warrant 
for the arrest of Mrs. Buck toa policéman, 
and Mrs. Buck was placed under arrest.

CUMMINS ON FROST EYL. 


IOWA GOVERNOR SUGGESTS SOME 
| REMEDIES. 


In Speech Before Republican Clubs at 
Minneapolis He Says Problem Can Be 
Solved—Laws and Competition Are 

Neeessary—Advocates Government 
Direction of Organization, Prices, 
and Tariffs—Believes That Consum- 
er Should Be Considered First. 


Minneapolis, Minn., April 30.—[Special.]— 
Governor A. B. Cummins of Iowa was the 
chief speaker at a banquet of Republican 
clubs here tonight. - 

Besides Governor Cummins there were sev- 
eral prominent guests from outside the city. 
Governor Van Sant preceded Governor Cum- 
mins in the speech-making with a short ad- | 
dress on “ Timely Topics.” 

Governor Cummins paid particular atten- 
tion to trusts and consolidations, and his 
treatment of the latter overshadowed in 
interest his analysis of the government of a 
republic and his descriptions of the achieve- 
ments of the Republican party, owing to the 
attitude of Governor Van Sant toward the 
merger. 

Governor Cummins declared that there 
are but two forces which can safely be trust- 
ed to regulate industry and commerce— 
competition and law—and that when bold 
and enterprising men overcome one force 
they must be met with thé other. 

In other words, the Governor proposes as 
a remedy, first, that no corporation, wheth- 
er industrial or otherwise, shall be permit- 
ted to issue stock unless paid for in money 
at its par value; and, second; that somé 
branch of the government must be vested 
with power to fix the price of products or 
service upon which a monopoly or sub- 
stantial monopoly has been established. 

The speaker also submitted that some 
branch of the government must be empow- 
ered to remove the duties upon imports on 
those commodities respecting which compe- 
tition no longer exists in our own coun- 
try. 

Governor on Trusts. 
On the treatment of trusts and consoli-, 
dations Governor Cummins said: j 

“In the full light of this hour, taught By 
prolific experience, I would not could 
gubdue the spirit which has made the re- 
public prominent throughout the world and 
conferred untold blessings upon its citizens. 
But within the last three or four years 
human agents, fired by unwonted prosperity 
and led by the kings of commerce, have 
proposed and have been endeavoring to ac- 
complish objects which are intolerable in 
a free country; which do not tend to develop- 
ment, but to tyranny. The fundamental 
law of a healthy, vigorous, enduring indus- 
trial life is competition. There are but two 
forces which can safely be trusted to reg- 
ulate industry and commerce. The first is 
competition; the second, law. 


Drew Line at Steel Corporation: 


“There was no thought of alarm as we 
witnessed the growth of the Carnegie Steel 
company, for we knew that the victories that | 
it was winning and through which it grew 
beyond the dreams of its founders, were 
won in a contest in which brains and enter- 
prise always earned. their -laurels. But 
when we saw the United States Steel corpor- 
ation come into existence, first to enrich | 
its promoters by the issuance of vast 
quantities of fictitious stocks, that repre- 
sented nothing but the audacity of the sell- 
ers and the credulity of the bu¥ers; and, sec- 
ond, to buy at extravagant prices competi- 
tive manufacturers in order that compe- 
tition might be wholly or substantially 
eliminated, the inexorable tongue in the 
bell of a nation’s life rang out a warning. 

“tT may put another instance. The ex- 
tension of the railway systems of the Unit- 
ed States has done more to improve and 
peautify our fertile empire than any other 
one element in the problem of progress. 

“The American people, however, will no 
more submit to commercial despotism than 
they would to governmental despotism, and 
the tendency in the one case can be, and will | 
be, as easily thwarted as the tendency in. 
the other. All this can be done and will be 
done, without harm to the sound, healthy 
body of American industry, and it will not 
halt for a single moment in its swift march 
toward victories more splendid ‘than have 
hitherto crowned its efforts.” .

Prices Fall; 10, 000 Unsold. 

Late in the afternon the Stock-Yards 
were excited by the knowledge that 10,000 
head of cattle remained unsold in the pens 
after the close of the market hour. All the 


buyers for the large firms told the shippers 
and commission men that until the con- 


chase only enough cattle to fill orders. 

This information brought about an im- 
mediate slump in prices. Cattle sold 15 to 
25. cents and hogs 10 to 15 cents lowera 
hundred weight. Even at these prices the ~ 
packers purchased but about 8,000 head, As 
a result the shippers and commission men 
were in an angry mood, some claiming that 
the condition was prearranged. . 

The trade papers of the Stock- Yards stated 
in the evening that the slump and demoral- 
ized conditions there were due to the pres- 
ent agitation.

It will give the home- 
stead settlers and the small farmers the 
opportunity to improve and protect the 
grass upon the public domain in the vicinity 
of their holdings, and will prevent further 
deterioration and the monopolization of the 
ranges by owners of large herds of live 
stock. 

It provides that so much of the arid and 
semi-arid public lands not capable of irriga- 
tion-as may be necessary for the purpose of 
the proposed law may be leased for stock- 
grazing purposes, subject to the right of 
homestead, mineral, and other entries, un- 
der existing laws. All leases will run fora 
period not exceeding five years, and leases 
will be limited to an’ area not exceeding 
‘3,200 acres to any one person. 

These leases cannot be transferred, and 
can be made only to actual homestead set- 
tlers or to freeholders, whose lands are in 
the vicinity of the lands to be leased by 
them. 

The holder of a homestead, prior to patent, 
may obtain a lease not exceeding ten times 
the area of the land included in his home- 
stead. The owners of lands in freeholds 
“may acquire ten times the amount owned by 
them, but they cannot lease more than 
3,200 acres. During the continuance of any 
lease. the lessee may fence the leased 
land pr protect it from trespass in any law- 
ful, zhanner, . 

Under the bill introduced by Mr. Lacey 
no corporation will be permitted to lease 
any lands under the

Nothing in the proposed law will prevent 
the lessees. or other persons or corporations 
from the privilege of grazing their stock 
upon the public lands not included in the 
leases. When any mineral or homestead or 
other lawful entry is made upon leasehold 
lands the lease will be canceled. 

In leasing lands the regulations will pro- 
vide for the reservation of. watering places 
and streams where practicable to render 
them accessible from the leased lands in 
the vicinity, and the regulations made by the 
Secretary of the Interior must provide for 
the necessary right of way across’ other 
leased lands in order to allow stockmen to 
have access to lands leased by them.

CAPE TOWN, April 30.—Princess Radzi- 
will, who has been on trial here before the 
Supreme Court on the charge of forgery in 
connection with notes purporting to have 
been indorsed by the late Cecil Rhodes, was 
sentenced today to two years’ confinement 
in the house of correction. 
The Attorney General made along address, 
in which he cautioned the jury against be- 
ing mystified by telegrams from “ hare- 
brained indtyiduals like William T..

Cry of Fire in Philadelphia 
Factory Terrorizes the 


JAM IN NARROW STAIRS. 


Many Are Trampled Under Foot, 


- While Others Leap from the 
High Windows. 


THREE OF INJURED DYING. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 30.—{Special.]— 
Eight girls or young women. were’ killed, 
three fatally injured, and forty were hurt 
seriously in a panic in the cigar factory of 
Harburger, Homan & Co., Tenth street and 
Washington avenue, today. 

The panic was caused by a cry for help by 
a stock boy, who was running to the aid ofa 
janitor, pinioned by an elevator car. Some 
one shouted “fire,” and there was a mad 
rush for the exits by the 1,200 persons ¢m- 
ployed in the building. : ‘ 

Scores were trampled uhder foot or 

ammed in a cfush on a staircase, others 

urled themselves from high wiridows, and 
many fled by the fire escapes. Dozens of 
girls crowded into the window ledges, where 
they remainéd until rescued by the firemen 
and police. |

A BEAUTY STRIKE. 
The women employed in the Vesta wills 


’ at Providence, R. I., are on strike because 


their employers will not concede them time 


“enough to make themselves look pretty. 


These women bave been accustomed to quit 
work at 5:15 in the afternoon, so that they 
might have three-quarters of an hour in 
which to array themselves, clean up, and 
put on the few last finishing touches before 
going out the gates at 6. ‘on 

The employers, deeming three-quarters of 
an hour an unconscionably long time even 
for the beautifying of a woman, notified the 
girls that they must work up to 6 o'clock 
and do their beautifying afterwards. The 
women sought to compromise on half an 
hour, then on fifteen minutes, but failed in 
each case. Then hey asked for te min- 
utes, and when the employers refused this 
they offered, if they could have ten minutes 
before closing time for dressing, etc., to cut 
off ten minutes from their nooning. When 
this also was refused they struck. It is an- 
ticipated that the employers eventually will 


make the concession, which they ought to | 
do in common justice, as the women make 


an apparently fair offer and one which 
iwould give the employer full time. 
Thus the first beauty strike in this coun- 


try goes on record. That the women will 


win is quite certain, for to be well dressed 
and look pretty is the crowning ambition of 
woman, whether she works in the Vesta 
milis and lives in a cottage or does not work 
at all and lives in a palace. That she will 
accomplish it is as sure as anything can be, 
and it is useless for man to oppose it.

A BILL WITH NO POLITICS IN IT. 

The House of Representatives passed on 
Tuesday an omnibus: public buildings bill 
which provides for appropriations to the 
amount of $17,400,000. Increased appro- 
priations are made. for some buildings al- 


cities are made happy by appropriations for 
government buildings or for the purchase 
of sites. The omnibus plan is not in the 
interests of economy. When public buildings 
bills were separate and distinct proposi- 
tions, a Speaker could and often did block 
their progress. The men interested in these 
bills have learned that “in union there is 
strength.” No Speaker, even though he have 
Thomas B. Reed’s set purpose, can stop the 
majestic progress of au omnibus _ public 
‘buildings bill carrying $17,400,000. It will 
roll on like the mighty river, sweeping away 
all obstacles. =, 

The public buildings bill was passed un- 
der a rule which forbade amendments. 
This was not so much to’save any of the au- 
thorizations it contains as to prevent the 
overloading of the omnibus. The Committee 
on Public Buildings put in it all the mem- 
bers thought it could carry with -safety. 
The bill passed without a formal reading 
and without a roll cail. It went through 
by general consent, for it is a measure in 
which there is no politics but much “* pork.” 

The bill is partially one for the benetit 


districts who are unable to get anything 
for their constituents in the river and har- 
bor bill. In the distribution of public build- 
ings only two States are omitted. They 
are Delaware and Idaho, States too smajl 
to protest effectively against discrimination, 
no matter how unkind. 

A bjll of the magnitude of the one whitch 
the House has just passed cannot avoid hav- 
ing many excellent provisions. Some of. 
the government buildings which are au- 
thorized have long been needed. Their con- 
struction is in every respect commendable. 
This is true as regards Evanston, which 
has at last succeeded in getting an ap- 
propriation for a postoffice building. One 
is required there. It ig unfortunate that 
Oak Park was rot dealt with so consider- 
ately. Its people justly feel aggrieved at 


Along with the provisions which are meri- 
torious are some which have no merit. 
There are too many of the latter, and un- 
Jess- there is judgment and discretion in 
this matter of erecting public buildings the 
omnibus bilk dealing with them will be- 
come a greater menace to the Treasury than 
the river and harbor bill, although the one 
Congress recently passed appropriates 

70,000,000. The public buildings bill is 
insignificant in comparison, but the stock 
of rivers and harbors will not be increased 
except by a freak of nature. ‘The popula- 
tion is growing rapidly. Cross-roads settle- . 
ments are becoming villages, villages towns, 
and towns-cities. If Congress shall con- 
tinue to be overlikeral in this direction 
every place which has or thinks it has 10,- 
000 inhabitants will insist upon a govern- 
ment building and will be likely to get it, so 


vote away public money when they believe 
that by so doing they gain popularity in 
their districts and increase their chances 
of re#lection. So long as the voters con- 
done or take pleasure in extravagance Con- 
gress will be extravagant. , 


COMMON SENSE ESTHETICS. 

Mr. MacVeagh’s speech day before yes- 
terday at the annual meeting of the Munici- 
pal Art league may be regarded as a 
kind of manifesto. A manifesto was need- 
ed. It is so easy to: misunderstand the 
meaning of municipal art and to fall into 
the way of sneering at the men who are 
trying to cultivate it.

- The fundamenta! idea of estheticism can- 
not be safely disregarded. It must be recog- 
nized. It must be acted upon. -Let us have 
our little jokes now and then about esthetic 
people, just as we have our little jokes about 
other people, but let us remember all the 
time that behind the jokes and behind 
the eccentricities and vagaries at which the 
jokes are aimed there is a principle which 
is valid and valuable. Mr. MacVeagh’s 
formulation of that principle is this: ‘ It 
“ig mot fair to say that the people of a 
“city shall live by bread alone, and that 
“all they. need is an opportunity to work. 
“No city makes an adequate provision for 
“its inhabitants if it does nothing but feed

THE PLAN TO EXTEND LINCOLN PARK | 


The Lake View property-owner who has 
gone into court to enjoin the issuance of 
Lincoln Park bonds does not understand 
the siturtion or the merits of the case. 
There is.an apparent agreement of opinion 
among lawyers that it is not within the 
power. of Lake -View~to contract, bonded 
debt without anu enabling act of the Legisla- 
ture. As the power to issue bonds is lack- 
ing, it is a waste of energy to apply for an 
injunction to prevent their issuance. 

There are reasons why Lake View, if 

authorized to contract a debt for park pur- 
poses, should doso. The Lincoln Park com- 
missioners have explaine¢-that in the event 
of the consolidation of the towns there will 
be a consolidation of indebtedness. Lake 
View, which has no debt now, will have to 
‘assist in taking care of that indebtedness, 
but. if Lake View should issue bonds for 
$500,000 prior to consolidation, the other 
towns whose taxable property so greatly 
exceeds that of Lake View would partici- 
pate in the payment of the bonds, principal 
and interest. While the commissioners see 
the expediency of a bond issue, it ha’ never 
been their purpose to take action in that 
direction without the knowledge and ap- 
proval of the people of the town. . 
. Apart from the particular proposition to. 
issue bonds prior.to consolidation, the gen- 
eral question of the extension of Lincoln 
Park is of the utmost importance. I[f the. 
blocks north of the park in Lake View, with 
riparian rights attached, can be obtained 
for any reasonable price, they should be 
purchased now, for the lasting benefit of the 
towns of North Chicago and Lake . View. 
_Almost any price that has been named will, 
in the near future, appear to be reasonable. 
It is not the intention to pay a price which 
will not be approved of by the Valuation 
committee of the Real Estate board.and 
property-owners generally. . 

The whole scheme is so sane and rational, 
and is supported by men of such high char- 
acter and undoubted disinterestedness, that 
an effort to make it appear to be a job is al- 
most disgraceful to the persons concerned 
in it. It reflects no credit upon their sin- | 
cerity or intelligence. There are enough 
jobs going in and about Chicago to engage 
the attention of the men who are on the 
lookout for jobbing that they may make 
war on it, but when a sound business propo- 
sition, supported by every principle of com- 
mon sense and prudent management, is sub- 
mitted: tentatively to the consideration of 
the people of Lake View, and is immeriately 
pounced upon as having in it some element + 
of dishonesty, there is almost reason to call 
for a commission de lunatico inquirendo. 


THE JESUITS MAY STAY IN ENGLAND. 

‘The English method of dealing with laws 
which are out of date, unsuited to modern 
conditions, and not in accord with a senti- 
ment more enlightened than that which pre- 
vailed when they were enacted, differs ma- 
terially from the Boston method of deal- 
ing with such laws. When George the 
Fourth was King, less than a century ago, 
a law was passed-to keep the Jesuits out 
of England. They were considered a dan-- 
ger to the public welfare and one of them 
caught in England was liable to banishment 
for life. No attempt was niade for many 
years to enforce this law until recently, 
when the Protestant Alliance, an organiza- 
tion to defend what it holds to be the true 
faith against the influences of Roman 
Catholicism, resolved that the Jesuits, of 
whom there are not afew in England, 
should be driven into exile. Some of its 
officers applied to a magistrate for sum- 
monses against certain Jesuit priests. The 
magistrate refused the summonses. The 
applicants pointed to the unrepealed law 
and demanded of him to obey it. Being a 
sensible man, he refused. He refused be- 
cause the act was “ obsolete.” 

The alliance went into the courts to have 
the magistrate ordered to respect the law. 
The High *Court of Justice, from whose 
decision there is no appeal, has decided that 
the magistrate had a right to refuse to issue 
the summonses. Consequently it declines 
to issue a mandamus to compel him to issue 
them. The court is of the opinion that a, 


law can cease to be effective without its | 


repeal by Parliament. It can become obso- 
lete, and when obsolete need not be obeyed, 
There are many sincere but narrow-minded 
people in England who see a danger in the 
presence of the Jesuits. If an attempt were 
to be made to repeal the law much the 
same protest might be heard as was heard 
when it was proposed to modify the corona- 
tion oath to make it less offensive to the 
King’s Catholic subjects. But the law fur 
the exclusion of the Jesuits is as dead as if 
it were repealed. . ) 
Of late some antiquated laws, making it 
an offense to sell candy or soda water on 
Sunday or to shave a man for hire gn that 
day, have been enforced in Boston. Men 
have been arrested and fined for acts which 
were condemned by public opinion a century 
ago, but which public opinion no longer con- 
demns. It may be impossible to secure 


the repeal of this Sabbatarian legislation, . 


There are zealots who would cry out that 
its repeal would:endanger religion and 
morality. Under the circumstances it 
would have been much better for the muni- 
cipal authorities boldly to take the ground 
that anti-candy and anti-soda water laws 
were obsolete and refuse to try to enforce 
‘them. | 

Occasionally matters are better managed 
in England than they are in the United 
States. In England the efforts of fanatics 
to enforce obsolete laws do not meet with 
the success they do sometimes in American 
communities. ,

HREE hundred and eighteen State and 
county fairs will be held during the 
coming summer in the United States 
and Canada. Practically every one of 
these fairs is now contracting for from 

six to a dozen special vaudeville attractions. 
The demand is actually greater than the sup- 
ply and people who are glad to work during 
the regular season for $50 a. week are now 
signing contracts which call for twice and 
three times that amount of money. 

The tremendous demand and the compara- 
tively small supply opens the way for all 
kinds of swindling operations, which, in one 
way, ane extrerhely amusing. Many of the 
managers.of fairs, particularly in the rural 
districts, are not personully acquainted with 
the: personal appearance of performers of 
whose acts they have read much. Itis there- 
fore, an easy thing for unscrupulous booking 
agermts to offer them well known performers 
at high figures and then to send out in their 
stead unknown and unskillful people who

masquerade for the time under the names of 
their famous colleagues. 

Last year, for instance, it is said there were 
three different sets of acrobats appearing at 
the same time in as many different towns as 


‘the “ Only Original Flying Banvards,”’ the 


trapeze performers who have just closed 
an engagement here with the Ringling 
circus. One country fair in a Httle Iowa 
town paid $250 a week for what it supposed 
to be the “‘ Flying Banvards,”’ when in reality 
the people who actually appeared were sec- 
ond rate acrobats, to whom the rascally 
agent who made the booking paid $50 a week, 
pocketing the difference himself. 

But the county fair manager has grown. 
wiser, and this year, as a rule, he is demand- 
ing that the agent with whom he deals fur- 
nish a bond guaranteeing that every act he 
agrees to furnish shall be genuine, the condi- 
tion being that the bond be forfeited the min- 
ute a single fraid is discovered. A single 
Chicago agent, who furnishes attractions for 
seventy-five fairs, has already furnished 
such bonds to the extent of $240,000. 


The, State and county fairs usually build 
a stage for their vaudeville attractions on 
the opposite side of the racetrack from the 
grand stand. Because of the distance of the 
audience from the performers they are not 
able to use singing or-talking acts. The 
whole demand is for acrobatic acts of vari- 
.ous kinds and for “ big’’ animal acts and 
other attractions which can be seen and do 
not need to be heard. There are by no 
means enough of such acts to go round, an@ 
every year a large number of professional 
song and dance men and other performers 
of that kind ‘“‘ fake” acrobatic acts and go 
out into the country to tumble off chairs 
and tables for the amusement of the rural 
populace. 

Of recent years the county fairs have tired 
of the balloon ascension and the hute 
leap “from mid-heaven” which was for 
long sufficient to break,the record of at- 
tendance at all the country fair grounds. 
Gradually the fair patrons are getting to 
be almost as critical as the gallery gods at 
a vaudeville house in the city, and every 
year louder demand goes up for ‘“* something 
new.’ Naturally the booking agents are 
driven to their wit’s ends to supply it. 
One agent in the effort to pick up new 
people with new acts makes a practice of 
visiting all the small concert halls and sa- 
loons which offer singing and other vaude- 
ville attractions to their patrons. Such per- 
formers are paid from §8 to $12 a week, and 
are, as a rule, entirely new to the business. 
By making a business of visiting the eight-

larly in Chicago and paying careful atten- 
tion to the work of the performers he has 
e 
who have since made considerable hits in 
vaudeville and in other lines of theatrical 
work. 

George Austin Wood, the ‘ coon singer,” 
for instance, was discovered while singing 
in a restaurant on Madison street, where 
he was pald $9 a week. Now he is a good 
attraction on the vaudeville circuit, and, ac- 
cording to F. M. Barnes, his discoverer, he 
now commands a salary of .$100 a week. 
Another of Mr. Barnes’ discoveries was 
Artie Hall, a young woman who has. made 


considerable reputation as a im- 


personator’’ and vocalist. Miss Hall was 
drawing $10 a week for singing in a concert 
hall on Halsted street when Mr. Barnes per- 
suaded her that under proper management. 
she could earn a great deal more. Her pres- 
ent salary is sald to’ be $125 a week. : 

Mr. Barnes is one of the comparatively 
few agents who believes in giving everybody 
a trial. He knows that 998 out of every 1,000 
applicants will prove incompetent, but 
argues that the other two, who might be 
otherwise missed, will more than make up 
for the time lost. So practically every as- 
pirant for honors and money in a vaude- 
villian way is put through his or her paces 
either at some of the cheaper theaters or at 
an amateur show, where he may. have the 
inspiration of a real audience. | 

Three years ago this spring a young wom- 
an from Kansas City walked into his office 
and introduced herself as Mabel Hite. She 
was given a trial engagement at $15 a week 
at the Ferris Wheel Park. For the last two 
seasons she has been at the head of one of 
the “ Telephone Girl’ companies.

The monologue artists and singers and 
others ‘who depend upon the ear as well as 
upon.the eye are by no»means barred from 
plenty of engagements during the summer 
months. Though they are not wanted by the 
State and county fairs, there are on the sum- 
mer’s program no less than 119 street fairs, . 
in as many different towns, which seem to 
exist chiefly for the benefit of performers 
who sing and talk.: The demand from this 
source has been quite as far ahead Of the 
supply as in the case of the larger fairs and 
the acrobats. Where a State or county fair 
wants a dozen attractions, a street fair will 
often demand two or three times as many, 
each large store wanting some special at- 
traction located in front of it. Here on an 
impromptu stage of dry goods boxes the 
monologue man or singer, usually dressed in 
character, will hold forth to an audience ex- 
tending far out into the street and for half 
a block on either side. Often also he can 
make a little money “ on the side’ by work- 
ing into his monologue a few skillful refer- 


ences to the goods sold by the merchant in ..

N the day that Alexander II. was 
murdered by the Nihilists, that fate- 
ful March 13, 1881, he was to have 


appended his sign manual to a de- . 


cree drawn up by the late General 
Loris Melikoff endowing Russia with a con- 
stitutional form of government. He was, 
in fact, on the way from the residence of 
his morganatic consort, Princess Yourieff- 
eka, where he had lunch, to the Winter 
Palace, where Loris Melikoff and the other 
Ministers and members of the Imperial Sen- 
ate were awaiting him to sign this ukase, 
sv momentous for Russia, when literally 


biown to pieces by the nitroglycerin bombs - 


of the terrorists. 

If I mention this, it is because the news 
comes by cable from St. Petersburg that 
Czar Nicholas, alarmed by the present con- 
dition of affairs in his dominions, and fol- 
lowing out the liberal ideas with which he 
has always been imbued, is about to issue — 
a proclamation according to his people a con- 
stitution on the lines of that devised by 
Genergl Loris Melikoff, that clever and en- 
Hghtened Armonian who, during the last 
year of the reign of Alexander the Lib- 


erator, was not only the Minister of the: ’ 


Interior but likewise the dictator of Rus- 
sia. 


The story of this constitution devised by 


Loris Melikoff, and now revived for the — 


first time, after the lapse of twenty-one 
years, is so little known, even to Russians, 
and so curious, that it may be worth while 
to briefly give its history here. For it fur- 
nishes a key to almost everything that has. 


taken place during the last two decadés in: 


the Muscovite empire. ; 
Loris Melikoff had been appointed by Al- 
exander II. President of *“‘ the Supreme com- 
raission for restoring order in the adminis- 
tration."’ It was the Presidency of this 
commission that gave him the powers of 
dictator, and that made it possible for him 
to suggest measures which other Ministers 
would not dare mention. On his recom- 
mendation the Czar addressed proclamations 


to his people asking for their support in his — 


struggle with the rebellion. To that the 
provincial Councils (the Zemstvos) of: five 
provinces replied, pointing to the fact that 
the real reason of the revolutionary move- 
ment was due to existing misrule, and ask- 
ing for the introduction of parliamentary 
government in Russia. 

Thereupon General Loris Melikoff pro- 


posed to Emperor Alexander Il. the forma- 


tion of a ‘ General committee” at 
Petersburg, constituted partly by govern- 
mental appointment, but mainly by elec- 
tion. The Zemstvos, or Councils, of the 
various provinces and the Municipal Coun- 
cils of the largest towns and cities were 
each to bé“represented’ by two members. 
This ‘‘ General committee,’ the duties of 


| which were mainly consultative, but whose 


members had the right to initiate proposals 
and movements, was to vote on the various 
subjects that came before it. The Councils 
cf State would then be asked to vote for or 
against the majority vote of the General 
committee, and the two votes—namely: that 
of the General committee and of the Coun- 
cli of State—would then be submitted to 


| the Czar, who would decide what he believed 


to be right, the inference being that he would 
decide in accordance with the vote of the 
General committee.” 

It will be seen from this that the constl- 
tution proposed by Loris Melikoff was a 
modest affair. But, such as it was, Alex- 
ander Il. first hesitated to agree te it, ex- 
plaining to Melikoff: *“‘ But you proposed 
to me a new version of the Etats Generaux.” 


Ultimately, however, he gave way, anda — 


special meeting of all the Ministers was 
summoned for the afternoon of March 13, 
1881, im order to witness his signature of 
the ukase endowing Russia with a constitu- 
tion, and with, at any rate, an elementary 
form of parliamentary government. | 

The Ministers waited for the Czar, but 
when he came he was already in the throes 
ot death, powerless to sign any document, 
and the entire lower part of his body blown 
to atoms. 

A week later, on March 30, a special meet- 
ing of all the Ministers and other high digni- 
taries of state was convened under ine Pres- 
idency of Alexander lll. himaelf. At that 
meeting Loris Melikoff read the draft of the 
ukase written by him in the name of the new 
Czar identical with the one adopted by his 
father. Alexander Lil was already ac- 
quainted with it, and wrote on its margin, 
* Well done.”” The ukase was submitted te 
the vote of present. It resulked in 
eight votes bel cast in its favor and five 
against. The eight in its favor were Loris 
Melikoff himseif, the Grand Duke Vladimir, 
Count Valoneff, and Ministers. Nabokoff, 
Slosky, Milutin, Sabouroff, and Abanza. The 
five opponents were Pobedonosteff, Count 
Strogonoff, Prince Lieven, Admiral Possicl, 
and Minister Makof®. 

Loris Melikoff came to the conclusion that 


his battle was won, all the more as Alexandef._ 


lll. had seemed greatly pleased, and re- 
mained in St. Petersburg without taking any 
further steps to strengthen his position, 
while Pobedonosteff and other reactionary 
opponents of the project hastened to Gat- 
china, where the new Czar was staying, te 


divert him from issuing any such manifesté ~ 


as that voted. 
They were successful, for a couple of weeks 
later Alexander I[1., without informing Loris 


Melikoff, sent an entirely different ukase to 


his brother, the Grand Duke Viadimir, order- 
ing him to promuigate it, and in which he 
announced his conviction that “ autocracy ™ 
was “ necessary and usefu’ .o Russia,’ and 
his determination “ never to allow it to be 
limited’ by any form of popular constitu 
tional or representative government. 

In the letter which he wrote to Grand Duké 


Viadimir, accompanying this manifesta, he | 


added that this reactionary manifesto had 
been drafted entirely to his satisfaction by 
his former tutor, Po 
of the Holy Synod, and that it.had been ag- 
proved by Count Strogonoff, also by Count 
Adlerberg. 

That ended Russia's hope of any consftitu- 
tional or parliamentary form of government 
as long as Al Ill, remained on the

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GHIGAGOAN MORGAN'S AID 


GEORGE W. PERKINS TAKES A 
“LEADING PLACE IN NEW YORK. 


Combination of Ocean Steamship Lines 
His Greatest Achievement—Long an 
Official of Life Insurance Company, 
He Attracts Attention of the Big 
Financier Through Success in Ne- 
gotiating Loans to Foreign Gov- 
erpments. 


The Chicago friends of George W. Perkins, 
youngest partner in the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., regard the great combination of ocean 
steamship lines as marking the greatest 
achievement of a former Chicago business- 
man, who in one year has taken a leading 
position among the bankers of.New York. 
Mr. Perkins now has an income of $300,000. 

Until a year ago Mr. Perkins was known 
only as an insurance'man, and it was in 
this line that he meade his reputation in 
Chicago. For five years, ending in 1892; he 
was manager of the Western territory of the 
New York Life company, embracing twenty- 
five States. His record in the Chicago office 


called Mr. Perkins to New York and made 
a new. office, that of Third Vice President, in 
charge of the agency force, for the Western 
Invited to Join Morgan & Co. | 
Attracted by Mr. Perkins’ success in nego- 
tlating the first American loans to Euro- 
pean governments, Mr. Morgan made a pro- 
posal to him to join his banking house, 
which was not accepted. Six months later 
Mr. Perkins thought better of the idea, but 
stipulated that he should retain his place 
in the service of the insurance company, 
whose offices he had entered as a clerk when 
15 years old. ee 
During the recent struggle for control of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad Mr. 
Perkins came into prominence in taking 
charge for J. P. Morgan & Co. and averting 
a disastrous conclusion to the battle of the 
opposing interests. Mr. Morgan was in Eu- 
rope and the burden of arranging an agree- 
ment fell upon the youngest partner in the 


firm. 
Born in Chicago in 1862. 
Mr. Perkins was born in Chicago on Jan. 
21.1862. His father was general agent of the 
New York Life for Hlinois and remain 
in Ohicago ‘until his son was 15 years old. 
He then removed to Cleveland to take charge 
of the office there, and George Perkins en- 
tered his father’s office as a clerk. 
Four years later he was cashier, and when 
he was 23 years old he was sent out to or- 
ganize general agencies in the Western ter- 
ritory. His field was in the mining and farm- 
ing regions of the West. The boom was on 
and young Perkins made records for new 
business which insurance men still refer to. 
In 1889 the company determined to estabe 
lish Western headquarters in Chicago and 
placed Mr. Perkins in charge. He was then 
27 years old, and the business of twenty- 
five States was in his charge. He held the 
place until 1892. Although ten years have 
elapsed since he was taken into the general 
offices in New York, his Chicago friends have 
always kept in touch with him. His work 
brought him West frequently. The position 
of Third Vice President which Mr. McCall 
created for him was held for several years 
when he was made Second Vice President, 
which position he still retains. 

Foreign Loans Negotiated. 

The Russian loan of $10,000,000, the initial 
American loan to a European country, was 
negotiated by Mr. Perkins in 1897. Up to 
this time he had worked industriously in 
his original line, and had attracted no par- 
ticular attention from the bankers of New 
York. Then the German government 
adopted restrictive measures which jeopar- 
dized the American interests and a contro- 
versy arose. The Ameérican companies 
seemed likely to lose their lucrative foreign 
business, and in the emergency Mr. Perkins 
was sent to. Europe to see if. matters could 
not be straightened out. He was successful 
in inducing a distinguished commission to 
visit America, and the report of the for- 
eigners paved the way for the return of the 
American companies to Germany. It also 
opened the way for other negotiations, and a 
hort time later the young Chicagoan 
financed the German loan of $20,000,000. 
Mr. Morgan began to see in him good Wall 
street timber.

FOLLOW RAIL OF BRIBES 


TNQUISITORS INVOLVE NEW MEN 
IN THE CHARGES. | 


Several Members of Second Jury That 
Found for Traction Company in 
Transfer Case Confess—Two Cannot 
Be Found—State’s Attorney Declares

The same amount was of- 
fe to others, who refused to agree tostich 
a eme.”’ 

There were rapid developments during the 
day. Proof came to the surface that: 

* BillL”’ Gallagher laid part of his plans 
for fixing the_juries in the transfer cases in 
Democratic adquarters, 145 Randolph 
street. 

Chris’ Miller, secretary to Robert E. Burke 
of the Democratic County committee, ad- 
mitted that he had acted as ‘*‘ commission 
man” for Gallagher. : 

Constable Ernst Boese of Justice Woods’ 
court, who gathered the men who formed the 
second jury, made a further confession. He 
had found the men stationed on the Dear- 
born street viaduct and bridge by Gallagher, 
each identified by the tightly folded news- 
paper he carried. 


Gallagher Confers with His Aid. 


Information was received that Gallagher 
had held a formal ‘‘conference” with his 
aides at Democratic headquarters. Asa re- 
sult ex-Chief of Detectives Luke P. Colleran 
may ;be cited to answer questions before the 
State’s Attorney, Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Fyffe, and John M. Harlan, who 
are conducting the investigation.

PLEDGE To RURAL 
AND SCHOOL FOR BOYs. 


| 


Capitalist’s Contribution Places Com- 
mittee in Position to Purchase Farm 
Where Institution Will Be Located 
—Site May Be Secured Within Ten 
Days — First Assistance Received 
from Steel and Iron Industry Ex- 

pected to Produce 


A contribution of $10,000 from John W. 
Gates for the Rural Home and School for 
Boys yesterday placed. the committee in 
charge in a position to at once buy the farm 
where the school will be located. A‘number 
of sites have been looked over, and it is 
thought one will be secured within ten days. 
8. W. Allerton will join hands with the 
members in the selection, which is narrowed 
down to a few choice places. , 

Mr. Gates’ gift is the largest yet received 
from any individual, and was made as soon 
as the purposes of the schoo! were outlined 
to him. It is the first sum received from the 
‘iron and steel industry, and Mr. Gates was 
asked to accept the chairmanship of a com- 
mittee to interest other men in the same line. 
He said he was 
the time necessary for the position, but prom- 
ised to lend his influence wherever he could. 

Several days ago Judge Tuthill wrote to 
Mr. Gates asking his financial support for 
the project. He replied favorably, and yes- 
terday Samuel W. Allerton met him in his 
office. Mr. Allerton began the conversation 
by stating that the school would keep 15,000 
vagrant boys off the streets of Chicago, and 
the pledge was made within five minutes. 


Will Secure Farm at Once. 


“Mr. Gates’ gift places us in a position 
where we can say with certainty that the 
home and school will be a success,’’ said 
Henry E. Weaver last evening. ‘‘ We have 
had every confidence in the result, but when 
the money comes in in sums like this it gives 
the workers new heart. We now have enough 
money to buy the land, with something left 
over, and the farm will be secured at once. 
Then we will be able to show other people 
that the scheme has a solid basis, and the 
funds for the buildings will come in more 
rapidly. 

“ This’ is the first money we have received 
from the iron and steel manufacturers, and 
it opens up a large field where we should 
obtain considerable funds. The steel manu- 
facturers, as large employers of labor, should 
.be especially interested in this work, for any- 
‘thing that will raise the average of character 
among the poor will protect their interests 
just that much, and in addition Provide bet- 
ter employés in the future, 


Reports to Surprise Public. 


-“We have yet to hear from the com- 
mittees which have been working among 
rnany lines of wholesale dealers, and I pre- 
dict that the reports of the next few days 
will surprise many people, even among 
those who are interested in our work. We 
do not want people to get the idea that we

CRUELTY CHARGES ARE 


Investigation at Bridewell of Accusa- 
tions Against Guards Results in 
Their Complete Exoneration. 


Charges of.cruelty preferred against Mor- 
ris Ready and William Ross, who are em- 
ployed as guards at the bridewell, were 
pronounced without foundation yesterday 
by Mayor Harrison and the Board of Bride- 
well Inspectors, George Mason, George 
Duddleston and John Siman. Both guards 
accused of striking prisoners with 
clubs, the evidence consisting of the affida- 
vit of George Scott, a negro, formerly 
confined in the bridewell, and the testimony 
of James Reubart, a former inmate, who 
appeared in person and testified against 
both Ross and Ready. 

At the conclusion of the investigation in. 
spector Mason, who is chairman of the 
board, directed Superintendent Sloan to in- 
form the two guards that the board did not 
consider the evidence sufficient to warrant | 
their removal from office. 

“TI do not attach any importance to the 
evidence,”’ Mayor Harrison said. ‘“ Scott is 
an ex-convict. He has been arrested for at- 
tempted murder, burglary, and other crimes. 
Reubart has a grudge against Ready. He 
came out for the purpose of registering his 
‘knock.’ I would have my doubts about the 
evidence of any man who has done time be- 
hind these walls. I don’t believe that per- 
sistent cruelty could exist without knowl- 
edge of it reaching the superintendent’s 
ears.”” 

Inspector Duddleston .said: ‘“ The evi- 
dence was of the flimsiest kind. There was 
no ground to warrant even a reprimand.” 

Inspector Siman said: ‘I consider Ready 
and Ross capable men. The -evidence 
against them was not incriminating.”’ 

Superintendent Sloan wave both guards 
good records, stating that he considered 
them two of his most efficient men. Both 
have served in the prison for years, and 
— ever had received a reprimand.

‘Controversy Concerning the
